New Road Policy 

Since taking office the government 
had adopted a road policy different 
from that of former government. 
In the old system the money was put 
where it would do the most good (for 
the party, not for the roads), For in- 
S‘ance, the Liberal Government had 
Spent on roads in 1921 $100,000 in fhe 
Claresholm constituency, represented 
by Mrs. McKinney, a Liberal, and in 
jthe adjoining High 
River, represented by Dr. Stanley, they

ev share of the road expenditure as 
much as the constituency that elected 
a Farmer or a Liberal.

| ALFALFA 


Dear Sir: 

I thought some of your readers might 
be interested experience in 
growing alfalfa on irrigateg land in 
this district, 

In 1914 the C.P.R. water master ad- 
vised me to try growing alfalfa. 

I spring-plowed six acres of good 
land, and worked it down well, and 
procured eighty pounds of Turkestan 
alfalfa from the C.P.R.; this | sowed 
with a Cyclone Broadcast seeder, and 
gave it a shake of the harrows and in- 
noculated it with soil from an old al- 
falfa field. I sowed it’about the first 
week in May, and, though 1914 was 
a dry year, I got a good crop. In 1915 
I took off about four tons to the acre 
in two cuttings, and the same in 1916. 
In 1917 it killed out account 
heavy frosts in April. 

In 1918 the C.P.R, decided to make 
tests with Grimm alfalfa throughout 
this block, 
seed to sow

so they gave me enough 
half an acre. In 1919 i 
let it go to seeq and threshed it and 
had enough seed to re-sow the original 
pts acres in 1921. This I sowed, mixed 
lwith 3 bushels of barley, with a prass 
| drill, keeping the dises well out of the 
|ground and letting fail 
/the wheel marks, I then harrowed it 
| (this was on summerfallow) and ran 
the mower over it about the middle of 
July and left it lying. In September 


the seed in 


{ cut the barley for hay, leavine a 
long stubble. In 1922 I cut it twice 
anc took about four tons of hay to 


the acre off it. In 1923 1 put 28 hows 
ou it, these animals weighed around 


14) pounds each, i fed them about 
thity bushels of barley chop in a 
seif-feeder, and six weeks after they 


averaged 220 pounds each. I then shut 
it up for three weeks and took off fif 
teen rack loads of hay; three weeks 
after I put eight sows and thirty pigs 
on it, and again cut it in September 
and harvested nine more rack loads 
of hay, 

in 1924 I let it go to seed, but the 
bees didn’t inoculate it well and I got 
a light yield. 

This year in May I put thirty-two 
hogs on it weighing around 140 pounds, 
gave them about chirty bushels of 
‘barley chop. I sold them six weeks 
alter they averaged over 200 
pounds. I then shut the field up for 
three weeks and then took off twenty- 
four rack loads of hay, about 18 tons. 
A month after I put eight sows and 
titty pigs on it, I kept there 
until October and didn’t cut again. 

I still have the half acre that I 
sowed in 1918. 

With young pigs it is best to feed 
some chop in self feeder; sows and 
mature hogs will do without; sheep 
and cattle are liable to bloat on it if 
grazed when they are not used to it. 
Hogs, cows, and chickens are fond of 
this feed, but it should be fed sparing- 
ly to horses as it is rather hard on the 
kidneys, 

Some people, in stacking it to fecu 
to horses, put a layer of alfalfa and a 
layer of straw. This method will kill 
our Canadian Thistle, 

‘Lhis year I seeded eight acres more 
on summerfallow that had wheat three 
saree high on it, sown at one bushel 

o the acre. This I sowed with grass 
pode attachment and harrowed. I jot 
a good catch, but it would have been 
better to have sown three-quarters oi 
a bushel of wheat as some of the 
|piants are spindley where the wheat 
grew rank. 

It is easy to irrigate, especially if 
|sown broadcast as the plants divert 
the water and make it spread out. The 
ditches need to be fairly close _to- 
|gether, Once the ditches are made 
they only want opening up occasional- 
ly.
